T.M.Barrott, 
WO. O.D.Lewis, F/O. E.Asselin, F/O. R.A.Kenny, F/O. J. H.F.Kenny were all released from prisoner of 
war camps. To them and to those who have been or who will soon be repatriated, we offer a hearty 
welcome home and the best of everything they so richly deserve. With the cheers of victory still 
ringing in our ears though, we recall with heavy hearts the sacrifices of our heroic dead. Let each 
one of us in the days to come, by our thoughts, words, actions, see to it that their sacrifice has 
not been in vain. 

We regret to announce that since the last Bulletin was issued, Lt . Kline MacDonald has been 
reported killed in action in the Indian Ocean in March; and that F/O. J.D.Johnston and WO. G.W. 
Stairs have both been reported missing in March. 

The present issue of the BULLETIN is being mailed to over 600 Old Boys. A number of requests 
has been received asking for information about joining the Old Boys' Association.

L.C. Monk and Capt. C.L.Stuart have 
each been awarded the Croix de Guerre with Gilt Star by the French Government. The following have 
been mentioned in despatches: Capt. C.L.Stuart, Capt. D.M.Skelton, A/Maj .

F/O. J.D.Flintoft has re- 
turned home safely after having successfully outwitted the Nazis by living in hiding for six weeks 
in Northern Holland. Lt. D.Dodds survived the sinking of the Corvette Trentonian. Lt . C.L.Ogden 
Glass, R.C.N.V.R., has been appointed Headmaster of Ashbury College, Ottawa. Capt. Harold Lanning 
Richardson ('19- '23) was a member of the delegation representing British India at the San Fran- 
cisco Conference. He graduated from Princeton in '33 and took his M.A. degree at Pembroke College 
Cambridge. He was Minister of Education for the State of Indore, India, up to the beginning of the 
war and since then has been editor of the Weekly Commentator, published in New Delhi for Allied 
Troops.

The idea was to form a branch club overseas of the Old Boys Ass- 
ociation. Janner says that he is keeping the list that was mailed to him until more normal times 
return in England and then try to bring them together into a club. He states that he has heard fr- 
om de Rothschild who is at Harrow and from Brackenbury who is at Eton. Janner says he is having 
the time of his life at St.Paul's School. T.D.Page and M.D.Page both returned to England short- 
ly afer V-E day. We should be pleased to have the overseas address for: David Butler; the Estin 
brothers; Ivan Childs; J.B.Eden; the Stewart-Smith brothers ; E. J.N.T.Coghill; Flt/Lt . H.H.Smith 
is at No.l Air Command, H.Q., Trenton, Ont . . He has been in the R.C.A.F. (non-flying) for three 
years and returned from overseas last Dec. . F/0. J.D.Johnston who has "been reported missing aft- 
er a raid on Wurzburg on March 16th, had been in the Dental Corps, then in the Armoured Corps for 
almost two years before he transferred to the R.C.A.F., in Dec. 1943. He was the honour graduate 
from Mont Joli in June '44 and went overseas in July. Capt . W.J.Johnston went overseas in July' 42 
and has seen service in Italy for over two years as a Capt. in the Dental Corps. He returned to 
England recently and it is reported that he was to be married on May 7th. in England. Our very 
best wishes and congratulations. C.J. Brown left McGill last fall to join the Army. Lt .Col. J. 
E.H.Stethem fl6-'17), C.E.M.E., is stationed at Camp Borden. Sub/Lt. H.D.Sheppard has complet- 
ed his third convoy trip on H.M.C.S .Cooper Cliff across the Atlantic, the ship was in some trouble 
on the last trip but did not sink and no one was hurt seriously. Capt. H.J.Sheppard was married 
on April 20th. last in London. He has been overseas since'41 with the 1st. Survey Reg't., and went 
through the North African Campaign, the Sicilian campaign, and was 15 months in Italy. At present 
he is in Germany. John B. Holley of Unadilla, N.Y. , has received the department of French compet- 
itive scholarship at Washington and Lee University. The award is made for "excellence of perform- 
ance" . He has held the department of Greek scholarship and a general scholarship based on the ex- 
cellence of two years of work. He will study at the University of Mexico this summer and return to 
Washington and Lee University in the fall for his senior year. 

We are indebted to Major H.B.Glassford for answering our appeal in the last Bulletin to "Older 
Old Boys", and all the more so when we know how very busy he has been especially during the past 
few weeks. His letter, dated May5th. from Germany, is most interesting: "I am at present in command 
of a military Government Detachment which took over German Landskreis in the Regiernsbezerk of 
Osnabruck on April 6th. '45 when we came in with 3Div. 2nd. British Army. The Kreis consists of 59 
Germeide each with its own Burgermeister and the largest where the Stadt is situated, and also our 
H.Q., having a population of about 15,000 but some of the Gemeinde only run to 200 inhabitants. The 
Germans are obedient and appear anxious to carry out all orders, which if they don't are promptly 
placed under arrest and dealt with by our military Government Court. Our chief problem is the car- 
ing for, and feeding of thousands of what we call displaced persons which consist of the unfortunate 
slave labour which the Germans imported into Germany. There are Russians, Poles, Grench, Dutch, 
Czechs, Belgians, Yugoslavs, Italians, and we see that the Germans provide the best food shelter 
and everything possible to make these people comfortable". He closes his letter with these words 
"I have always had a soft in my heart for B.C.S." Many thanks for an interesting letter and 
very best wishes for a speedy return home . 

Our thanks to Bishop Williams for an interesting letter describing one phase of school life in the 
70 's. He recalls the B.C.S. fire of 1873 and says that Sir Montagu Allan, Charles Holt and himself 
were all at the School then. The fire took place on a Sunday as boys were at Church. The service 
was interrupted by a whispered conversation at the Altar and a good deal of noise was being made 
elsewhere. The parish Rector, Mr. Scarth, then announced: "Don' t be alarmed, boys, it is the School 
that is on fire". Then, of course, there was a stampede for the School. Very little was saved from 
the rooms. The Headmaster, Rev.C.Badgley, (Don Carlos, we called him) told me to get into the book 
room to try to save some of the books. The first thing that I saw was a large bundle of canes with 
nice red tape. I knew well from past experience what they were for, so I passed them out to the 
waiting boys. At once there was a loud cheer and before long the canes were scattered to the four 
winds or possessed with glee by the laughing boys. Well, we had lots of fun in those long ago days 
'when we were very young' ". Bishop Williams closes his letter by stating that the three old boys 
mentioned in his letter are all over 80 years of age and that two of them enjoy a weekly game of 
chess, weather permitting. Our best wishes for many an interesting game. Even in those days, 
future Bishops, Statesmen, business men knew what was meant by "Bend Over". Which reminds one of 
Mr. Wilkinson's famous old 'Yellow Boy' of a much later date. All will agree with the Bishop that 
days spent at B.C.S. were 'good old days' --in his day, in your day, in our day.
